to make an audit of Graves’ books. At 
the same time Graves himself requested 
the audit, declaring that he had nothing 
to fear. 

Graves visited Comptroller Taussig 
at the city hall Friday and conferred 
with hinn “after Graves left, Taussig 
had a conferenee with City Counselor 
Walther. Taussig said that he had. no 
authority to audit the books of the Cir- 
cult Clerk, but would do so at Graves’ 
request. 

Paid Out of Interest. 

According to Judge Rassieur, sums 
aggregating $918.75 were paid by Graves 
out |of the city’s funds on his bond. It 
appears that the money for the “bond 
premiums came from the interest on the 
public funds of the city held by 
clerk. The yearly deposits of the Cir- 
cuit Clerk in bank aggregate, it is esti- 
mated, about $65,000 to $70,000. Interest 
at the rate of 214 per cent is paid. 
Graves has the money in two banks and 
one |trust company. 

In| view of the statute that public 
funds held by an official are trust funds, 
to which all interest-accruine must be 
applied, several lawyers told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday that an official 
who violates this provision has made 
himself Hable to removal from office. 

No Justification. 

“There is absolutely no justification 
ror ja circuit clerk using the interest 
to pay his. bond premium,” said one 
lawyer. ‘“‘The law fixes the salarv of 
the |clerk at $5900 yearly. He is not 
entitled to another cent. He is required 
to give bond, for. which he must pay 
personally! Even if the clerks have fol- 
iowed precedent in the matter it fs an 
improper act to use the interest on 
funds held jn trust to pay a bond 
premium. An official has no more right 
to do this than to take funds out of the 
office and apply them to his own use.” 

Statute Quoted. 

Another lawyer declared that the cir- 
cuit judges have the power to remove 
a circuit clerk for such action. ‘‘Sec- 
tion 2689 of the statute,”’ said this law- 
yer, aaa a that when a majority of 
the circult Judges shall believe that the 
clerk of the court has been guiity of a 
misdemeanor thev shall give notice to 
the Attorney-General] or the Prosecuting 
Attorney, and the judges can suspend 
such clerk until trial can be had 
appoint a temporary clerk. The penalty 
is removal from office and fine.’’

Vice-President Sherman Makes 
History by Voting 3 Times in 
an Hour. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—For the first 


time in the history of the United States 
Senate, the Vice-President was three 


times called upon to cast deciding votes 
Thursday afternoon. Parliamentarians 
declare that this record has never been 
equaled. 

‘ By determining a tie vote Vice-Pres- 
ident Sherman prevented the defeat of 
the Gallinger ocean mails subsidy Dill, 
*«. substitute for the vriginal ship sub- 
sidy bill, which for so many years has 
been before the Senate. 

Later the vote of the Vice-President 
caused the final passage of the substi- 
tute. As a climax Mr. Sherman decided 
a tie vote in favor of tmmediate ad- 
journment, thereby preventing the con- 
stitutional amendment for the election 
of senators by direct vote of the peo- 
ple from being made the unfinished 
business. 

All thts done within an hour. Mr. 
Sherman had not voted during his al- 
most two years of incumbency. The 
last tie vote occurred in January, 1899. 
upon Senator Bacon’s afnendment to the 

*hilippine bill declaring that the Unit- 
ed States would not permanently hold 
the islands. The vote resulted in a 
tie. Vice-President Hobart voted. in 
the negative, thus defeating the amenc 
ment.

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NEW RACING BILL 
LEAVES o0-DAY 
LOOPHOLE UPC 


a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.—The pos- 
sibility of two 40-day race meets in St. 
Louis each year under the bill intro- 
duced yesterday in the House and Sen- 
ate to legalize racing in Missouri, with 
provisions for gambling, was the sub- 
ject of discussion among St. Louisans 
in Jefferson City. 

While the bill ostensibly permits only 
two 20-day race meets in each county of 
50,000 or more inhabitants, it is so word. 
ed that a meet could be held in St. Louis 
Coumty for 20 days in the spring and 
immediately thereafter a 20-day meet 
could be held in the city of St. Louis, 
with a repetition of both meets-in the 
fall. 

While providing for the appointment 
by the Governor of a State racing com- 
mission to control racing, it requires 
the Governor to name as two of the 
three members of the commission men 
engaged in the breeding and raising of 
thoroughbred horses, and provides that 
the commission, may be enjoined: from 
stopping a race meet for violation of 
law. Under it’s provisions not less than 
60 days shall come between the two 
meets, The meets are to be held be- 
tween April 1 and Dec. 1, and during 
the day time. Three commissioners are 
control of the meets in that 
they shall issue licenses, which may be 
revoked by the commission on a show- 
ing of proper reasons. 

The bill was introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Casey of Kansas City, and 
in the House by Representative Gilles- 
pie of St. Louis. Gillespie said he in- 
troduced it at the request of Senator 
Casey. 

The Governor is required to appoint 
the commission within 20 days after 
the law becomes effective. This would 
permit an early spring race meet in St. 
Louis if a track could be put in shape 
by that time. The commission of three 
is to have as members at least two prac- 
tical racing or horse breeding men. 

Friends of the bill have said privately 
that they expect to get many votes from 
country members through the provisions 
that 10 per cent of the gate. receipts 
from all meets held under the law is to 
go into.the State treasury, to be placed 
in the good roads fund and that noth- 
ing but running races are to be permit- 
ted, thus not interfering with the trot- 
ting and pacing races which are held at 
the State and county fairs. All State 
and county fairs are exempted from the 
provisions of the bill. 

The section permitting gambling at 
racetracks provides that the pari-mutuel 
system of wagers shall be used. This 
system calls for the use of a machine 
to place wagers. The odds are decided 
by the number of wagers emit a 
horse. Betting is permitted only Within 
the grounds of the association holding 
the meet, and only on races run at that 
particular meet on: the day the wager 
is laid.

Mrs. Hainz had said she intended to get 
a divorce in March, and that Hainz 
knew this and had been trying to dis- 
suade her. Sadie Hainz, Mrs. Haintz’s 
8-year-old daughter, told how her father 
took her away from the Turpin home 
and brought her shoes and candy just 
before the shooting. 
Predicted the Tragedy. 

All doubt as to who did the shooting 
was removed when a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter learned that Hainz went to Hoff- 
man’s saloon, at 3912 South Broadway, 
at 6:30 a. m. Thursday, more than eight 
hours before the tragedy, and said to 
Henry Johanning, the bartender 
“Something is going to happen’ this 
afternoon. Watch and see.” 

Half an hour before the shooting, and 
just after he had bought a revolver and 
cartridges, Hainz again entered the sa- 
loon. He bought beer for Johanning 
and two other men. 

Holding his own glass of. beer aloft as 
though proposing a toast, he said: 
“Here's to what's going to be. doing. 
You'll here about it soon.’’ 

Not knowing that they were drinking 
to the success of. murder and suicide, the 
men drained their glasses. 

Buys Revolver and Bullets. 

Hainz had gone to the saloon direct 
from Henry Abeln’s hardware store at 
3928: South Broadway. Leaving his 8- 
vear-old daughter, Sadie, to wait for 
him on the sidewalk, on the pretense 
that he was going to buy a cigar, he 
passed through a, cigar store and into 
the hardware store. 

To Abeln, who knew him, he said: 
‘“‘Howdy do. I want to get a revolver— 
one that will work quick.’’ Abeln sold 
him a revolver and two boxes of cart- 
ridges. 

Twenty minutes later, at 2:30 p. m., 
Hainz and Mrs. Turpin lay dead en the 
kitchen floor of the Turpin home. 

Mrs. Hainz, seemingly mortally 
wounded, lay unconscioug in the yard. 

Across the street, at the door of 
Mrs. Ritchey’s home, stood Mrs. Tur- 
pin's 3%-year-old daughter, Virginia, 
who had been the only eye-witness of 
the shooting. Virginia held her right 
arm above her head. At her wrist 
fluttered a hideous danger signal—a 
crimson stained mustin fragment torn 
from a woman’s garment. Mrs. Tur- 
pili, knowing that she was mortally 
wounded, had torn ihe fragment from 
her clothing, tied it 2round Virginia's 
Writt and sent her to Mrs. Ritchey 
for aid. 

Lisps Story of Tragedy. 

Dazed by the tragedy. little Vir- 
ginia could tel] of it only in panto- 
mime. — out her little hand 
as if it grasped a weapon, she said: 

“Man make boom-boom.” 

Asked if either of the women fired 
a shot, she shook her head and said: 
“Ladies not make boom-boom. Man 
make all. boom-beom.” 

Hainz and his wife; with their daugh- 
ter, Sadie, and two of daughters by a 
former marriage, lived at 3915 Bay street 
until they separated three months ago 
After the separation Turpin and his 
wife took Mrs. Haing into their home 
and she remained there three weeks be- 
fore removing to Kirkwood, where she 
went into a family as a servant. Since 
then Mrs. Turpin has been using every 
effort to effect a reconciliation of Haing 
and his wife. Turpin had tried to help 
in the reconciliation. It was the custom 
of Mrs. Hainz to visit friends, including 
Mrs. Turpin, every Thursday.

THE WOOL COMBINE. 

With all its danger signals flying, the National 
Association of Wool Manufacturers is in session 
at Washington. If the President will give some 
attention to this society for the encouragement 
of privileged greed he will find another powerful 
argument in favor of an extra session in March 
to untax food and clothing. 

The manufacture of wool is a political rather 
than an industrial and commercial proceeding. 
Its leaders are more keenly interested in taxes 
than they are in processes and markets. When 
the taxes are right everything else takes Care of 
itself. 

Schedule K of the Payne-Aldrich law, which 
contains the wool taxes, was written by the 
shepherds and the mill men and was accepted 
by Congress without important amendment. It 
follows that the woo] interests are among the 
most incorrigible of stand-patters. They are in 
Washington now to protest against change. They 
dislike reciprocity. They see no need of an extra 
session. They are patriotically and unselfishly in- 
clined to wait on the report of a permanent tariff 
commission. : 

A trust satisfied must be a trust practically sur- 
feited. Unless we seriously misinterpret the signs 
of the times, such a trust attempting to put a veto 
upon the will of the people is likely to do the 
cause of extortionate taxation more harm than 
good. Mr. Taft himself has said that the taxes 
laid for the benefit of the wool barons are inde- 
fensible. The people know that they are corrupt 
and oppressive besides.

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NEW BALLINGER DENIALS.

HOW LAW BECOMES DRASTIC. 

The committee appointed to investigate “graft” 
in the New York Legislature finds abundant evi- 
dence of attempts to control legislation through 
bribery. In the case of New York, this may or 
may not justify the proposed legislation, making 
the corrupt practices act more “drastic.”° New 
¥ork conditions are so far exceptional that it is 
always safer to allow that State to meet its own 
responsibilities in its own way. 

Elsewhere, however, what is 
Prosecuting Attorney who is “drastic” enough 
to enforce penalties already provided by law 
against bribery, and political corruption in all its 
forms. Grafters usually have no fear of drastic 
laws. They provide very carefully against dras- 
tic prosecuting attorneys.

CONGRESSMEN AS BEGGABS. 
Herbert Bruce Fuller in The World’s Work. 

If a Congressman does not bring home some 
“nork” in the shape of appropriations for public 
buildings, pensions, rivers and harbors, army 
posts, navy yards, or some similar plece of “hon- 
est graft,” he has not “played the game” as it is 
played in Washington. To spend three-quarters 
of his time begging favors for constituents was 
not what the Constitution intended that a Con- 
gressman’s duties should be, yet that is the un- 
happy lot of many of them. Their constituents 
demand the i aired and an adept beggar can 
get a good deal of publ‘c money for his district. 
Much of it is probably pure waste, so far as the 
Government is concerned. The Congressman may 
know that it is not wise expenditure, but he must 
get what he can or be left behind in the race. 
There is little use in our talk of economy, re- 
trenchment, efficiency, and of overhauling the 
business systems of the departments while Con- 
gress appropriates $52,000,000 for river and har- 
bor improvements and $22,000,000 for public build- 
ings by a system in which the political benefit 
derived from the distribution of this money has 
at least as much influence as the necessities of 
the Government. The remedy for the saituation 
is to change the rules of the game so that the 
more self-respecting members will not be forced 
to beg for “pork” to distribute—and so that others 
will be prevented from doing so.

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COST OF MILITARISM.

Since 1885, a period of 25 years, it 
has cost Europe to maintain its armed 
peace-footing the prodigious sum of 
$29,000,000,000, all this apart from the 
cost of wars actually fought. Mean- 
time the public debts of the European 
nations rose from $31,000,000,000 to 
$30,200,000,000. This heavy burden, 
saddled on posterity, menaces the peo- 
ple of the future with bankruptoy. 
One noted French economist says 
that disaster ig inevitable, for this 
stupendous aggregate of obligations 
can never be paid. 

It is authoritatively stated that all 
the wars of the nineteenth century, 
prior to the year 1885, cost less than 
one-half the enormous amount spent 
to keep the peace itn the last 25 years. 

France in the 218 years preceding 
1872 fought wars costing her $5,000,- 
000,000, but the armed peace of the 
last 25 years has cost her  §7,500,- 
000,000. 

Great Britain in the 215 years pre- 
ceding and including the Crimean 
war spent for warlike purposes §$6,- 
800,000,000, but a quarter of a cen- 
tury of armed peace has cost her 
more than this. 

These are facts not to be blinked 
out of sight, and they serve to erx- 
plain in part the tnability of civili- 
zation togget rid of poverty, and to 
lower very sensibly the death rate. 
The $29,000,000,000 spent {in war prep- 
arations since 1885 would have es- 
tablished great colonies for the relief 
of congested old-world populations,
